DETECTIVE MEYER: Is all that you smoked is weed? 

ROBERT PAUL: I smoked weed and I drank a lot, I — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: What kind of drugs did you do? 

ROBERT PAUL: That's - it - that's it, I — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: No, tell me the drugs, I'm not here to jam 
you up over it, tell me the drugs that you did Saturday night?

Okay, but like I said, I can tell you 'without divulging my entire 
investigation, and I am the lead detective in this, okay, I can 
tell you without divulging my entire investigation, that at 4 
o'clock when Danny arrived here, everything was still okay over 
there, okay. 
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ROBERT PAUL: All right. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: All right, you did good. 

(Thus the interview was concluded) 
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DETECTIVE MEYER: Hey, there you are. 
MM: You scared me. 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Oh, why? 
MM : Huh . 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Why? 
MM: Well, I didn't know who it was. 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Uh, you look. 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: It's only me. 
MM: I saw your red car. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Uh, okay. Now you - when you called me this 
morning you said you came across information from — 
MM: Robert . 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, now you guys were just talking? 
MM: Yeah, he just called - text me saying, uhm, — 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Just now? 
MM: No, last night. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Oh, okay, last night. 
MM: He said call me, it's important or — 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, let's go sit down. Go ahead. 
MM: This is what he -- 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay - ail right. Okay, tell me what it is 
that he said when you - when you called? 

MM: He said that he thinks Danny has something to do with the 
- with the murder. 
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DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. 
MM: But, — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: And why does he say this? 

MM: Because he said Danny was act - Danny was acting weird 
and all whenever he was over at his house and — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: And when was he at his house? 
MM: The day after. 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. 

MM: And he saw - he saw Danny going to the bathroom and he 
didn't know what he was doing and Robert Paul said one of his 
friends were over the house and he saw Danny with a knife. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Wait a minute, one of Roberts friends? 

MM: Yes, he was in Roberts house. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, who was that? 

MM: I don't - I don't know. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay so Roberts friend was there? 
MM: Yes. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Uhm, and saw Danny with a knife? 

MM: Yeah, going to the bathroom and trying to wash it off or 
something. Uhm, and then Robert Paul said shortly after he - Dannv 
left and Robert Paul found the knife in his room and Danny never 
mentioned the knife to him. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so Danny left — 

MM: Yes, — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: - and then Robert found the knife? 
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MM: - and he said there was still blood on it. 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, do you know if anybody called this in 
to Crime Stoppers? 
MM: No. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, you don't know or you know that they 
didn' t? 

MM: No, they didn't. 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. 
MM: Uhm, — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: All right, so Robert found a knife and it 
still and blood on it, okay. 
MM: Yes. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Now what we think is blood? 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. 
MM: And then -- 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Now why was he thinking that Danny acted 
weird, what was - what - what gave him that impression? 

MM : Well, he said that Danny knew way too much before the 
news even said anything. Like he was — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Everybody does though. 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: I mean everybody does, because you talked to 
Jesse and Jesse was talking to the girls and the girls were 
telling everybody. 
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MM: Yeah, and Jesse 

DETECTIVE MEYER: So we can't - we just can't base it off of 

that; 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Was there anything else or just the fact 
that he knew? 

MM: Just the fact that well, the knife is the thing — 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so the knife is the big thing? 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: So that's the big thing. 

MM: And the second thing is, he - there's another friend, 
uhm, name - his name is Michael Juliano (Phonetic) , he - Danny 
talked to him and Danny told him that he left Tyler's house at 
4:00, but Danny told Robert Paul that he left Tyler's house 1:00. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Yeah, but I have you there after 1:00, 
because if you were at work at 12:00 and you - you know drove down 
and picked up your girlfriend and you went all the way down, okay 

MM: Uh-huh, yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: - by the time you called your dad to come 
get vou, uhm, do you know what time that was by the way, do you 
still have it in your phone? We never did get down to that. Uhm, 
okay so then you called - you don't even call dad, you go and you 
start hoofing it down to Tyler's, knowing that Tyler lives just 
down the street. 



MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: You're tell me that you guys want to hang 
out for awhile? 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: So you hang out for awhile? 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Now who all is there? 
MM: Me, Morgan, Tyler and Danny. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so you decide to hang out for like an 
hour, so that would almost put - that would put you there after 1 
o' clock? 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: So, you're saying that Danny told you that 
he left at 1:00? 

MM: No, he rold or Pauley left at 1:00 and he told Michael 
Juliano, which is a friend that we both know, — 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Right. 

MM: - that he left Tyler's house at 4:00. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so he's saying he left Tyler's house 
at 4:00 and he told who that he left at 1:00, Robert? 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: He told Robert he left at 1:00. Okay, but 
like I said, he - he was still there when you left? 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. 
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MM: Ohm, do you - was it the 16 th when — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Uh-huh, the 16 th . Because you said you hung 
out for a little bit and then you called dad - dad was there 
within ten minutes and you left. 

MM: Yes. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: And Tyler actually told you out on the front 
- was Danny out there when - when - when, uhm, he said that in 
front of Morgan and you, I guess you guys were inside the house, 

MM: About -- 

DETECTIVE MEYER: - that he told you about killing his parents 
again, wanting to kill his parents? 
MM: Yes. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Danny was there too? 

MM: I can't remember if Danny was in the room or not? 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay - all right. 

MM: That is not even, like here's the - here's December 6 th 
or July 16 th — 

DETECTIVE MEYER : Uh-huh. 

MM: And there's - there's 1:14 A.M. and I'm going up and I 
don't even see his call. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Did, let me see go back. Oh - oh - oh. 
MM: Whoa - whoa- whoa. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Whoa - whoa - whoa, okay. 
MM : Too fast . 
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DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so where we at? 
MM: I don't know, — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Are we in July 16 th ? 

MM: - keep going up until we see a date. Uhm, there you go 
that' s — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: July 15 th , okay. 
MM: - yeah, so this is -- 

DETECTIVE MEYER: So this will be the 16 th . 
MM: Yes. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so 19 th , Jesse - Jesse - Jesse, who 
is, now wait a minute, where we at. This is the 15 th ? 

MM: Yeah, that I know - I know this is the 16 Lh because I 
just saw my Habitat for Humanity number right there. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so now we're going into the day. 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so now we're going into the day? 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, here we go, okay, so there's Morgan, 
this is - what's the 12 o'clock number? 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: So you called Danny three times while you 
guys were at the house together? 
MM: Huh? 

DETECTIVE MEYER: It says here at 1 o'clock P.M. on the 15 tn , 
you called Danny three times while you guys were in the house 
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together . 

MM: That wasn't - that must have been before we got to the 
house . 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so you weren't even at the house until 

1: 00? 

MM: I guess not. I know I left the Habitat for Humanity 
around 12:00 and I picked up Morgan, -- 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Uh-huh, 
MM: - so what time 

DETECTIVE MEYER: - okay, uhm, what's this number right here? 
MM: That's Jesse, my friend. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: All right, so at 11:23 you call Morgan, 
Morgan calls you - you call her back - you call her back again. 

MM: Yeah, she - I had to wait for her for awhile, she was 
getting ready. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so then you - you what, call Danny? 
Yeah, you call Danny three times, it doesn't look like he's 
answering though; 1:00 - 1:01 - and 1:04. 

MM: Well, no that one that means I messed his call. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. 

MM: And then — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: So you call him back - you call him back and 
then - 

MM: Yeah, because he - he was telling me Tyler said that we 
could go over his house and hang out. 



DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay - all right, and then you call Morgan 
again at 1:06; 1:07 you call Danny? 
MM: Yeah, — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, at 1:20, what's this ^ number? 

MM: This - that's Tyler's dad's ~ 

DETECTIVE MEYER: That's Tyler's dad's number. 

MM: This must have been right when I picked up Morgan. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. 

MM: Okay, my - my timing must have been off. 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. 
MM: Okay. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: You call mom at 2:30? 

MM: 2:30, that's when I told my mom that my car broke down. 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Uh-oh, get your screen back. Okay, so you 
called - you called mom at 2:30. 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: So from 1:00 to 2:230, you're at Tyler's 
house? 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: So that there alone you can dispel what - 
whatever Danny told Michael. If he told Robert he left at 1:00 
you know that - that's not true anyway — 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: - because you were there from 1:00 to 2:30. 
MM: Yeah, I didn't even get there until after 1:00. 
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DETECTIVE MEYER: Right you didn't even get there until after 
1:00. So you call mom at 2:30 - 2:40, where we at? 

MM : All right go back to - it went back to today. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: All right, so you're at Tyler's from 1:00 to 
2:30 so I don't know, maybe Robert just misunderstood him when he 
said 1 o'clock, because that just doesn't even make any sense. 
Why would he tell somebody — 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER : - he left at 1:00 when he knows he's there 
with you, — 

MM: Uh-huh. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: - okay, so if you left at 2:30 and he was 
still there and you're saying that his parents weren't home at 
2:30 when you left? 

MM : No . 

DETECTIVE MEYER : Okay, so that means 2:40, uhm, dad picked 
you up, okay, and then, uhm, Danny was still at the house, so it's 
probably closer to what he told Michael, that he left at 4:00. 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. So, uhm, then the suspicion, okay so 
the suspicion was the time thing, but maybe he told Robert he left 
after 1:00 you know, it's hard telling. 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so we'll get that cleared, I'll go 
over and talk to Robert here in a second, I'll get that cleared 
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up. Uhirt, and it could, I mean it's one word, I left after 1:00, I 
left after 1:00. 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Right. Okay, so we'll get that cleared up, 
but just based off of your phone records right there we know dern 
good and well that you had to wait for Morgan to get ready. You 
left at 12:00, so let's say it took you fifteen minutes to get to 
Morgan's, you had to wait for her to get ready, so you didn't even 
leave from Morgans until a little after 1:00. 

MM: Well, yeah, the Habitat for Humanity is pretty much right 
across the street from her house. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, well all right so it took you less 
than five minutes to get there, — 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: - but you said you had to wait for her for 
awhile to get ready. 

MM: Yeah, I was waiting for awhile. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, were you waiting out in your car? 
MM: Yes. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, all right, so we had to wait for her, 
so it's - it's a probability that you didn't leave, at 1:06 you 
call her going hey, where in the hell are you at? 

MM: Well, at 1:06 I called her and said are you ready yet and 
she said, yeah, come like - she's coming out. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay - okay, all right. So you leave the 
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house at 1:00. 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so then that's more - that's more on 
your time line isn't it? 

MM: I gotta look and see when Tyler called me, because when 
Tyler called me I know I was coming down St. James almost at 
Airoso . 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, all right, so go back to that. So now 
we know that you're almost at the house. But we still, based on 
your phone calls alone, you're at the house, sometime after 1:00 - 
quarter after 1:00 - 1:20 to 1:30. 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: You said you hung out about an hour so 1:20 
- 2:30 is your hour. 
MM: Yes, 

DETECTIVE MEYER: So you were right on your time frame, you 
were jusr off on your time. 
MM : Ye a'h 

DETECTIVE MEYER: But Rob, uh, Danny could be too, so we'll 
figure out, okay. It still doesn't make any difference, Danny was 
still there after you left, so Danny was at least there from 2:30 
to 4:00. 

MM: Okay, so 1:20 is when Tyler called me and I was almost 
there . 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. 
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MM: I was coming up to Airoso and St. James. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay - okay, so Tyler called and you were 
coming up to - you were actually driving up to Airoso and St. 
James? 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay - all right. Okay, so this is - this is 
at least meshing out a little bit closer than what we thought, — 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: - but that's a cool thing. Okay, so we have 
Danny at the house from 2.: 30 to 4:00, because we at least know 
that he told Michael, he had two different times, but we know this 
one cannot be right. 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: That's based on your phone. 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: And when you and Morgan were there, so we 
know that this can't be right, whatever it was and whatever 
purpose there's no reason for it. 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: So this is probably closer to it. So Danny 
left at 4:00, so we need to figure about the knife issue and see 
what's going on there. Where does and you say it's Danny Roberts? 

MM: Danny Roberts, I'm think - I'm thinking it's Danny 
Roberts, but it could be Danny Andrews, because it's a common last 
- it's a common name. 



DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, do you know where he lives? 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, give me that. 
MM: Do you know where - do you know where Preston - well if 
you go down Airoso, turn right on Calmoso (Phonetic) . 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, wait a minute, Airoso and then right 
on Calmoso, — 
MM: Yes. 

DETECTIVE MEYER : - okay. 

MM: And then you make a left onto Preston. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, I know where I'm at. 

MM: And then a left onto Atlas, it's the last one before 
Verada, the last street. Turn on it - it's the second house on th 
left . 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. What's that - give me is it orange? 
MM: It's green. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, second house on the left? 
MM : Yes . 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay - all right. 

MM: Weil, if you go to Robert Paul's first, he lives like on 
street away, Robert Paul does. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay - ail right, we'll go do that, ail 
right. Is that Miss Morgan? 

MM: Huh? 
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MM: No, that's my sister. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Oh, okay, all right. So we'll get that, so 
it's not quite so off as we thought, okay. 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay and that's okay and that's - that's 
cool, that's cool, but we definitely want to check out absolutely 
everything . 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Ohm, I got one more question for you okay, 
and I need you to be honest with me. You - you're doing okay, 
right, okay. 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: I've got a Victim Advocate that's gonna make 
contact with you guys all right, uhm, take her help, okay. Uhm, 
what she can do is she can - she can give you the name of somebody 
to go talk to, okay. I know you love Morgan, I know you love your 
mom and dad, okay, but Mike this is doing something, okay. You 
can't take away shit that you see. 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: It's gonna be up there for a long - long 

t ime . 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Go talk to somebody that doesn't know you. 
Go talk to somebody that's not gonna think gosh he's crying or 
gosh he's mad, go talk to somebody that's gonna let you be 
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yourself and vent and scream and cry and tell them that you're 
scared and you don't have to worry about maintaining your 
composure. Do that, go talk to somebody because when you do that, 
I don't care how many buddies you bullshit with, I don't care how 
many times you cry on Morgan's shoulder, I don't care how many 
times you vent to your mom and dad, you're going to feel better by 
telling somebody that - because they can be honest with you. 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: They can talk to you very matter of fact, 
you feel the need to be strong for Morgan. You feel like you need 
to be a man in front of your dad. In front of a counselor you 
don't have to do any of that, dud and it will really, you will be 
amazed at how much better you will deal with this. Okay - ail 
right . 

MM: Okay. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: All right, because I don't like you being 
scared . 

MM: Uh-huh. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: All right, here's one thing that I need to 
know from you, okay. I need to know exactly how many people you 
told at the party that you think Tyler killed his parents and I 
need to know who you might have showed the bodies to? Not 
necessarily going into the rooms, but opening up the door? 

MM: My moms calling. Hello. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. 
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MM: Hello. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Let her know I'm here. 

MM: Yeah - yeah, the - the detective is here, she's just 
asking me a few more questions. 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Hi mom. 
MOM: She's there now? 
MM: Yeah. 

MOM: Tell her I said hi. 
MM: All right. 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Hi mom. 
MOM: Hi, how you doing? 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Uh, we're doing good - we're doing good, I' 
just checking on him. 

MOM: Okay, good. (Indiscernible). 
MM: All right, love you. 
MOM: All right, I love you. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: And so, uhm, the reason I'm asking it's not 
because I think you were lying to me or anything like that. 
MM: Uh-huh. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: I know you were scared shitless, okay. 
MM: Uh-huh. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: And I know that this screwed with you bad, 
all right and I totally get that, all right. But what I need to 
know, is I need to know exactly everybody that I need to talk to. 
And here's the thing, the fact that you felt like you had - 
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exactly like you said that you told Jesse; you were just 
overwhelmed, you were totally overcome by all of this, you don't 
know what the hell to do and you felt the need to just - you had 
to get like some support. 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, and that's cool, that - that doesn't 
mean that you did anything wrong or anything bad or anything like 
that, okay. But I just need to know because I need to start 
following up on all this, okay. 

MM: well, I told - I told Justin (indiscernible) — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: He was the first one that you told, right? 

MM: Yeah, and — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Is that right? 

MM: Yeah, and I when I was telling him I kept stressing, 
don't, please don't tell anyone, I don't everyone at - I don't you 
to tell someone and they tell everyone at the party and it creates 
this huge — 

DETECTIVE MEYER : But you know that it's going to. 
MM: Right. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, right - right. 

MM: And I tell him not to tell anyone. And he came - he came 
to the party with a friend Deserie (Phonetic) , and he told me 
that's the only person that he told at the party. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay - all right, what else? 

MM: And right before I left I told one other person, his name 
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- his name is Ryan (Indiscernible), I told him, listen man I don't 
know you that well, I hung out with you a couple times, I just 
want to let you know that you might want to get out of here 
because something bad's happened. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Well, who all was there when you told Ryan, 
was — 

MM: No, it - it was just me and him. After - after I told - 
when I told Ryan that's when everyone all ready got up and went to 
a different party, there was about I think there was a few people, 
less than ten after everyone left. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Did Ryan tell anybody? 

MM: Huh, no. Ryan left at the same time I did, he was 
walking down the street at the same time. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, when - did Ryan believe you or did vou 
feel the need - did he - did he go look in the back door? 

MM: No, he didn't look in the back door, he left same time I 
did, but he kept - he kept screaming at me saying; don't fuck with 
me -- 

DETECTIVE MYER: Uh-huh. 

MM : - like he wouldn't believe me. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: And I don't know why, but he kept saying - 
he kept saying if you're gonna kill me Mike just do it - I don't 
know, maybe he was all freaked out about everything. He was 
really messed up, — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. 
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MM : - but . 

DETECTIVE Meyer: (Indiscernible) uhm, I'm gonna go back, uhm, 
okay; was Ryan with anybody? 
MM: Huh? 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Was Ryan with anybody? 

MM: When he came to the party his older brother and his 
brother's friend was there — 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Yeah. 

MM: - but they - they left after like an hour, they didn't 
know anything about it. 

DETECTIVE MEYER : Okay, and you never once - and I know this 
is very - very important, this is very - very important this is a 
huge thing, okay, did you open the door and point out dad's legs 
and the blood to convince somebody that you weren't fucking with 
them, that you really think that Tyler killed his parents and that 
everybody needed to get the hell out? 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Who did you show? 

MM: I don't know his last name, his name is Dustin. 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, was this before Ryan or before Jesse 
or when was it? 

MM: No, this after Jesse left. Jesse left and I - and I was 
there alone, no one to talk to. 
DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. 

MM: I showed - I showed Dustin - Dustin. 



DETECTIVE MEYER: Tell, now wait a minute - stop; okay, so you 
tell Jesse, okay and, uhm, you teii Ryan or Ryan is the last 
person you tell? 

MM: Ryan is the last person I tell. I told Jesse — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, so Dustin is actually in between here? 

MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay.: When I tell Jesse, he's saying, uhm, 
he went - went up to Tyler and told him that his mom is mad at him 
and he's in trouble and he has to go home, that's what he told 
Tyler, that's why he told Tyler and he left, he didn't tell him 
the real reason. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: His mom was mad? 
MM: Yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay - all right. So now you are - you've 
all ready had the garage conversation and the whole nine yards, 
right? 

MM: Oh, yeah. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay, who took the picture of you guys out 
in the garage? 

MM: I took it myself, I was — 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Were you, is that when you were having the 
conversation? 

MM: That was after, remember I told you after I looked at the 
body I brought Tyler in there, I told him - I told him you really 
did it, you really killed your parents. 
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DETECTIVE MEYER: Hey can I call you back. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. No, I don't know that you actually 
told me you guys went back to the garage. 
MM: Oh. 

DETECTIVE MEYER: After you looked at the body, you got Tyler? 

MM: Yeah, I - I got Tyler and I kept telling him, why didn't 
you just run away man, why didn't - if you hated- your parents so 
much why don't you just run away? Why would you do something like 
this? 

DETECTIVE MEYER: Okay. Now you told him, you looked at him, 
you took him back to the garage and you said, dude you did it? 

MM: I said you really killed - you really murdered your 
parents, you did this?

MM: Huh?
